Engaged  in  the  highest  form  of  detective  work,  as  the  self- 
appointed  “looker-upper.”  during  the  past  1 5  years  we  have 
accumulated  considerable  data,  and  many  incidents  pertaining  to 
our  branch  of  the  Corbett  Family  here  in  Northern  Ohio.  We 
have  carefully  studied  the  genealogical  departments  of  the  Cleve¬ 
land  Public  Library,  the  Library  of  the  Western  Reserve  His¬ 
torical  Society,  at  Cleveland,  where  Emma  B.  Hawley  has  given 
valuable  assistance,  the  Newberry  Library,  of  Chicago,  Library 
of  Congress,  W  ashington,  D.  C.,  the  Library  at  Dedham.  Mass., 
and  the  Akron,  Ohio.  Public  Library. 

We  visited  Barre  and  Milford,  Mass.,  places  from  which  the 
pioneer  Corbetts  migrated  to  Ohio.  We  copied  from  the  probate 
and  deed  records  of  both  W  orcester.  Mass,  and  Ravenna.  Ohio. 

This  project  has  been  both  pleasant  and  highly  interesting — 
a  labor  of  love  for  the  family  name. 

A  conference  was  had  with  Henry  R.  Corbett,  of  Chicago, 
author  of  “The  Corbett  Family  in  England  and  America.”  In 
such  ways,  by  correspondence,  and  by  many  automobile  trips, 
information  has  been  pieced  togteher  to  aid  in  compiling  this 
volume. 

To  start  with,  we  had  only  two  clues:  first,  what  Peter  N. 
Corbett,  the  author’s  father  had  said  about  his  father,  Nathaniel, 
walking  from  Massachusetts  with  ax  and  gun  on  his  shoulder; 
secondly,  several  old  deeds  in  our  possession,  which  showed 
ownership  of  land  by  a  Nathaniel  Corbett,  around  Milford  and 
Barre.  Mass.  These  were  found  in  an  old  chest  after  my 
father’s  death. 

With  these  as  a  beginning,  it  has  been  possible  to  complete 
a  family  tree  going  back  eleven  generations  in  America,  to  Robert 
Corbett,  of  Weymouth,  Mass,  on  the  south  shore  of  Boston  Bay. 
Of  course,  one  never  knows  what  he  will  find  in  such  a  search. 
As  one  wag  said,  “Is  it  true  that  it  costs  $100  to  have  your  family 
tree  looked  up?”  The  other  retorted:  “Well,  not  exactly.  I  paid 
$25  to  have  it  looked  up  and  $75  to  have  it  hushed  up.”

The  figures 
in  the  smaller  type  placed  at  the  left  of  the  children’s  names,  refer  forward 
to  a  corresponding  number  at  which  the  history  of  his  family  is  given. 
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ANCIENT  CORBETT  FAMILY  IN  EUROPE 


From  London  Daily  Chronicle,  May  14,  1927 :  “The  man  of 
longest  pedigree  in  England  in  my  opinion,”  said  A.  C.  Fox- 
Davies,  barrister  of  London,  England,  “is  Sir  Gerald  Corbet,  of 
Moreton-Corbet  Castle,  Shropshire,  whose  ancestry  is  known  to 
go  back  f or  six  generations  in  Normandy  before  Sir  Roger 
Corbett,  standard-bearer  for  William  the  Conqueror  at  the  Battle 
of  Hastings  in  the  year  1066,  settled  in  England.” 

Note:  In  that  year  the  Normans  crossed  the  English  Channel,  defeated 
King  Harold's  Army  at  Hastings  and  took  possession  of  all  of  Great 
Britain. 

From  that  day  to  this,  “This  ancient  and  distinguished  family,” 
as  it  is  called  in  the  heraldic  records  (Burke’s  “Baronial  Families,” 
Library  of  Congress),  “has  occupied  important  estates  in  Shrop¬ 
shire,  while  branches  of  the  family  have  carried  the  name  to  all 
parts  of  the  English  speaking  world.” 

In  1649  Hon.  Miles  Corbet  was  one  of  the  judges  who  signed 
the  decree  of  death  to  King  Charles  I.  Most  of  the  Corbetts  are 
known  to  have  followed  Cromwell  in  the  Civil  War  that  followed 
the  execution  of  the  king,  and  had  reason  to  fear  the  vengeance 
of  Charles  II  when  he  became  king  in  1660.  We  know  that 
Miles  Corbet,  and  the  other  judges  were  all  executed,  by  com¬ 
mand  of  the  new  king,  at  Charing  Cross,  London. 

A  CORBETT  FAMILY  ESTABLISHED  IN  AMERICA 

Members  of  many  prominent  families  who  were  not  popular 
with  the  government  of  Charles  II  fled  to  America.  Among 
them  was  Robert  Corbett,  a  young  man  first  recorded  in  “Savage’s 
Genealogical  Dictionary  of  New  England,”  vol.  I,  page  457,  as  a 
soldier  who  fought  bravely  in  King  Philip’s  War,  in  1675-1676. 
Next  it  is  recorded  that  he  married  Priscilla  Rockwood,  in  1682, 
at  Mendon.  Mass.,  thus  establishing  our  Corbett  Family  in 
America. 

Several  other  Corbetts  migrated  to  America  both  earlier  and 
later  to  establish  other  Corbett  Families  here.

Nov.  30,  out  of  wedlock,  to  Lucy  Hayward,  20  years 
old,  and  the  daughter  of  prominent  citizens  of  Milford,  was 
named  Nathaniel  Corbett.  It  may  be  presumed  that  Nathaniel  I 
was  the  father,  since  he  was  then  22  years  old,  and  the  only  Na¬ 
thaniel  Corbett  recorded  as  living  in  Milford  at  that  time. 
(Census  Records.)

Nathaniel  sold  his  patrimonial  land  near  Milford  about  1771 
and  moved  to  Myrifield,  later  called  Rowe,  in  northwestern 
Massachusetts,  where  he  resided  the  rest  of  his  life.  From  there 
he  led  a  company  of  soldiers  to  Bennington,  Vt.,  fighting  there 
under  Gen.  John  Stark  in  Aug.,  1777,  and  later  gained  the  rank 
of  captain  in  the  State  Militia.  (History  of  Rowe,  Mass.) 
(Massachusetts  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  American  Revolution.)

5.  Nathaniel5  Corbett  II  {Nathaniel*  Daniel ,3  Daniel,2 
Robert1),  b.  Nov.  30.  1764  at  Milford,  Mass.;  d.  July  9,  1837, 
Kent;  m.  1785  to  Huldah  Holbrook,  of  Holliston.  For  many 
years  they  lived  in  Holliston  and  Franklin  which  adjoin  Milford 
on  the  east.  Deeds,  for  parcels  of  land  owned  by  him  in  these 
towns,  designate  him  as  “cordwainer,”  a  leather  worker,  in  1792; 
as  “trader”  in  1801  ;  and  as  “yeoman,”  1808-1829.  Several  of 
these  old  deeds  were  left  behind  at  his  death  and  have  come  into 
the  possession  of  the  author  who  prizes  them  highly.  (See  deed 
on  next  page.) 

These  deeds  show  that  he  lived  in  Franklin,  Norfolk  County, 
up  through  1810;  in  Holliston  in  1811.  From  1808  to  1811  he 
purchased  about  150  acres  of  land  in  the  town  of  Barre,  30  miles 
to  the  north,  in  Worcester  County,  in  five  different  parcels,  one 
of  which  had  a  mill  pond  with  a  saw  mill  and  a  grist  mill.  He 
probably  moved  to  Barre  about  1812  and  with  the  aid  of  his 
older  sons,  operated  farm,  saw  mill  and  grist  mill  until  they  all 
migrated  to  Portage  County,  O.

MIGRATION  TO  OHIO 

The  author  visited  Barre.  Mass.,  in  June,  1946  and  found  it 
a  very  hilly,  rocky  section,  unsuitable  for  cultivation.  It  is  an 
interesting  and  unusual  fact  that  from  here  between  1814  and 
1826  the  entire  family  of  eight  adult  children  and  the  parents 
all  migrated  to  Portage  County. 

They  travelled  on  foot  with  ax,  gun.  and  knap-sack,  or  in 
Conestoga  wagons.  The  wagon  trail  through  the  Berkshire  Hills 
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was  bad.  Small  streams  had  rude  bridges  but  the  Connecticut 
and  Hudson  Rivers  were  crossed  by  ferry.  At  night  they  stayed 
at  the  many  inns  and  taverns,  or  stopped  over  with  farmers  and 
villagers  along  the  road.  With  an  ox  team  it  required  40  days 
from  Massachusetts  or  Connecticut  to  Northern  Ohio,  a  distance 
of  about  600  miles.  That  is  only  15  miles  per  day  (see  Portage 
County  Atlas  of  1873,  page  23).  A  good  team  of  horses  might 
cover  30  miles,  and  a  sturdv  footman  about  the  same.  Surely 
these  pioneers  were  a  sturdy  lot.  Stagecoaches  operated  on  the 
better  roads,  like  the  Mohawk  Trail  and  the  Great  Western 
Turnpike,  from  Albany  to  Buffalo,  but  were  only  for  the  well- 
to-do.  From  Buffalo  to  Painesville  and  Cleveland  there  was  a 
wagon  road  known  as  the  Lake  Shore  Trail.  Passage  by  boat  to 
Fairport  Harbor  and  Cleveland  was  also  possible  in  summer. 

In  1814,  when  our  Nathaniel  Corbett  was  22,  and  Chvron 
(spelled  Chiron  in  all  Ohio  records)  was  27,  they  made  this 
journey  on  foot  to  Palmyra,  where  Nathaniel  remained  among 
former  friends  from  back  east,  working  on  farms,  in  woods,  and 
at  road  building.  New  Milford  and  Franklin  Mills  were  named 
from  Milford  and  Franklin  in  Massachusetts,  both  of  which  were 
former  homes  of  the  Corbett  family. 

Chvron  must  have  returned  to  his  family  in  Massachusetts 
where  he  remained  until  he  came  back  with  wife  and  children  to 
settle  permanently  in  Palmyra  in  1822,  and  reared  a  family  of 
ten  children. 

Of  the  four  daughters  of  Nathaniel  II,  and  Huldah,  the  eldest, 
Lucy  and  husband,  John  Rider,  came  over  the  trail  to  a  new 
home  in  Palmyra,  where  Ruth,  married  to  Nelson  Westover  in 
1822,  also  made  her  home.  Julia  with  her  down-east  husband, 
Nahum  Smith,  followed  suit,  and  Nancy,  the  youngest,  married 
John  Joseph  Shirtliff,  and  both  families  purchased  land  to  estab¬ 
lish  homes  in  the  southeastern  part  of  Franklin  Township.  Moses 
lived  at  Palmvra  several  vears,  then  went  on  farther  west  after 
1844. 

Stephen,  the  youngest,  appeared  at  Ravenna,  with  his  father, 
in  1827,  when  as  a  minor  he  needed  parental  approval  to  marry 
Olive  Twitched  (Portage  County  Marriage  Records,  Vol.  3, 
page  539), 

On  April  10,  1826,  Nathaniel  and  Huldah,  the  parents,  then 
62  years  old,  purchased  a  tract  of  40  acres  adjoining  the  farm  of 
their  daughters,  Nancy  Shirtliff  and  Julia  Smith,  on  the  Sandy 
Lake  Road  about  a  mile  southeast  of  the  present  Kent  State 
University  campus.  With  all  their  eight  children,  except  Stephen, 
in  Ohio,  they  had  sold  their  holdings  in  Barre,  Mass,  except  a 
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seven  acre  tract  with  a  mill  on  it,  and  joined  the  never  ending 
procession  of  heavy  laden  wagons  carrying  pioneers  and  their 
belongings  to  the  west — a  more  fertile  land  of  greater  opportunity. 

This  40  acre  tract  purchased  of  John  Jones,  of  Hinkley,  cost 
$200  (Deed  Record  S,  page  389)  and  an  adjoining  tract  of  five 
acres  purchased  from  their  son-in-law.  John  Shirtliff,  cost  only 
$20.  Here  they  built  a  comfortable  home,  standing  today  with 

This  home  is  now 
owned  by  one  Mc¬ 
Dowell  and  is  being 
remodeled  into  a  mod¬ 
ern  home.  The  elder 
Corbetts  lived  out  the 
remainder  of  their 
busy  lives  here,  both 
dying  in  the  year  1837. 
Since  their  daughters, 
Julia  and  Nancy,  with 
their  husbands,  were 
later  buried  in  the 
Breakneck  Cemetery, 
one  mile  north  of  their 
farms,-  it  is  probable 
that  Nathaniel  and 
Huldah  Corbett  are 
also  buried  there  in 
unmarked  graves. 

‘‘Biographical  Record  of  Portage  and  Summit  Counties”  bv 
Bowen  &  Co.,  1898.  in  Akron  Public  Library,  under  the  life  of 
Leonard  S.  Corbett,  states  that  his  grandfather.  “Nathaniel  Cor¬ 
bett,  a  native  of  Massachusetts,  was  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  of 
Portage  County,  and  was  a  manufacturer  of  cotton  goods,  owned 
a  large  factory,  and  was  also  a  manufacturer  of  shoes.  To  his 
marriage  with  Miss  Huldah  Holbrook,  were  born  eight  children 
named  Chiron,  Nathaniel,  Moses,  Stephen,  Lucy  (married  to 
John  Rider),  Julia  (wife  of  Nahum  Smith),  Ruth  (wife  of 
Nelson  Westover),  and  Nancy  (wife  of  Joseph  Shirtliff).  Na¬ 
thaniel  Corbett  and  his  wife  were  most  highly  respected  residents 
of  the  township  and  both  died  in  1834.”  (Correct  date  is  1837.) 

The  first  clues  about  the  residence  and  deaths  in  Ohio,  of  this 
elderly  couple,  were  discovered  by  the  author  in  the  Probate 
Records  of  Worcester,  Mass,  in  1932.  This  record  of  adminis¬ 
tration  stated  that  Nathaniel  Corbett  II  died  in  Franklin  Twp., 


hewed  beams  exposed  in  the  basement. 
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Portage  County.  O.,  July  9,  1837.  Since  he  died  owning  the 
seven  acre  tract  with  mill  near  Barre,  Mass.,  his  estate  had  to  be 
administered  both  there  and  in  Portage  County,  O.,  where  he 
owned  the  Franklin  Twp.  farm. 

Warren  Hinds  was  administrator  at  Worcester  and  sold  the 
property  near  Barre  for  $230.  After  costs  and  expenses,  the 
balance  of  $99.65  was  divided  equally  among  the  eight  heirs. 

Nathaniel  Corbett  III.  the  author's  grandfather,  was  adminis¬ 
trator  in  Portage  County  (Admr.  Docket  2,  page  155).  At  a 
public  sale  the  animals,  farm  tools  and  household  goods  were 
sold  for  a  total  of  $388.66j4*  Seven  years  later,  in  1844,  the 
45  acre  farm  was  sold  to  Louis  Griswold  for  $425,  and  quit-claim 
deeds  were  signed  by  the  eight  children  with  their  wives  or 
husbands.  All  are  recorded  in  the  Portage  County  Deed  Records. 


SIXTH  GENERATION 

6.  Chiron6  Corbett  ( Nathaniel 7  Nathaniel,4  Daniel ,3  Daniel,2 
Robert1),  b.  1787  in  Franklin,  Mass.;  d.  1842;  m.  about  1809  in 
Massachusetts  to  Sarah  Bosworth.  Migrated  to  Palmyra,  in  1822. 
They  then  had  five  or  six  children  and  likely  came  with  ox  team 
over  the  Mohawk  and  Lake  Shore  Trails  as  far  as  Painesville, 
then  south  through  Ravenna.  The  distance  was  600  miles — the 
time  about  40  days,  or  20  days  with  horses.  Inns  and  taverns 
dotted  almost  every  mile  of  the  roads  by  this  time.  Several  of 
his  brothers  and  sisters  had  preceded  him,  and  his  parents  fol¬ 
lowed  in  1826.  According  to  “Biographical  Records  of  Portage 
and  Summit  Counties”  by  Bowen  &  Co.,  “Chiron  settled  his 
family  three-fourths  mile  west  of  Palmvra  Center,  then  a  dense 
wilderness.  (This  purchase  of  land  in  1825  is  the  oldest  record 
of  a  deed  by  a  Corbett  in  Portage  County.) 

After  clearing  his  farm,  he  engaged  in  the  hotel  business  at 
Palmyra  for  ten  years,  and  also  conducted  a  general  store.  They 
were  both  members  of  the  Methodist  Church.”  Sarah  died  in 
1845.  Both  are  buried  in  the  Palmyra  Cemetery.

After  his  marriage  to  Miss  McKelvey,  they  lived  in  Palmyra 
and  Franklin  Twps.  where  the  first  five  children  were  born,  prior 
to  1829,  when  they  bought  land  on  the  Shalersville-Streetsboro 
Town-line  Road. 

The  purchase  of  the  first  25  acres  in  lot  105  in  Shalersville, 
upon  which  the  farm  buildings  are  still  located,  now  owned  by 
his  grandson,  Watson  O.  Corbett,  was  from  Salmon  and  Betsy 
Fitch  for  $62.50  on  Dec.  12,  1828.  (Deed  Record  O,  page  16.) 

They  first  built  a  log  house  without  basement,  had  a  dug  well 
25  feet  deep,  cribbed  up  with  native  stone.  It  had  a  wooden 
windlass  and  a  wooden  bucket  on  a  rope.  After  clearing  most 
of  this  tract  they  purchased  of  Titus  Street,  in  1836,  29  acres 
across  the  road  in  Streetsboro  and  extending  west  to  the  Cuyahoga 
River.  About  1845  they  bought  an  outmoded  school  house  near 
Feederdam  and  moved  it  across  the  Cuyahoga  River  on  the  ice 
with  several  teams  of  oxen — a  sort  of  moving. bee,  and  placed  it 
noon  a  cellar  with  a  native  stone  wall,  adjoining  the  log  house. 
This  furnished  adequate  space  until  about  1885  when  the  main 
part  of  the  present  house  was  built  by  Peter  N.  Corbett,  their 
youngest  son.  At  that  time  the  former  school  house  was  moved 
50  feet  to  the  north  and  used  as  a  shop  and  carriage  house  for 
many  years.  The  log  house  part  was  torn  down  in  1892  to  make 
room  for  the  present  north  wing,  built  by  Will  Corbett  for  his 
father.

Peter  Nathaniel  Corbett  was  the  youngest  child  and  the  only 
one  to  remain  at  home  until  his  father’s  death  in  1857.  He  was 
born  in  the  log  house  on  the  ancestral  farm  where  he  lived  his 
entire  life  of  71  years.  He  attended  the  Feederdam  District 
School  a  few  months  each  winter  until  he  was  20  years  old,  as 
was  the  custom  in  pioneer  days,  and  excelled  in  writing  and 
spelling.  He  attended  all  the  spelling  matches  as  well  as  dances 
within  driving  distance.  He  raked  and  bound  grain  behind  the 
“dropper”  before  the  day  of  the  binder,  and  threshed  the  grain 
with  a  flail  upon  the  barn  floor.  Upon  his  father’s  death,  when 
he  was  nearly  21,  by  provision  of  the  very  interesting  will,  he 
took  over  the  operation  of  the  farm.  Peter  must  take  care  of 
his  mother  for  life  and  pay  $100  to  each  of  the  other  six  heirs 
through  a  period  of  12  years.  The  will,  made  less  than  a  month 
before  Nathaniel’s  death,  directed  that  $10  should  be  sent  to 
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Mary  Ann  in  Michigan  for  Christmas  and  another  $10  the 
following  February. 

Shortly  after  Peter’s  first  marriage,  a  breaking  through  the  ice 
accident,  caused  a  so-called  “white  swelling"  of  the  right  ankle. 
After  three  years  of  painful  infection  (tubercular)  the  joint 
ankylosed  and  remained  stiff  the  balance  of  his  life,  causing  a 
decided  limp.  His  mother  remained  upon  the  farm  as  part  owner 
through  the  period  of  his  first  and  second  marriages,  1858  to 
1875.  and  died,  within  a  month  after  his  third  marriage,  on  May 
3.  1875.  Being  crippled  he  was  not  eligible  as  a  soldier  for  the 
Civil  War. 

Like  all  other  Corbetts  we  know,  he  was  industrious,  and  an 
excellent  manager  of  the  farm,  keeping  it  well  fenced,  free  of 
noxious  weeds  and  highly  productive ;  otherwise  he  could  not 
have  had  three  wives  and  reared,  so  well,  13  children. 

In  1865  he  purchased  from  Samuel  Colby,  17  acres,  one  mile 
south  on  the  Town-line  Road  and  now  owned  by  his  son,  Herbert 
Corbett..  In  1873  he  purchased  from  the  administrator  of  Eliza 
Lowrie,  24  acres  adjoining  his  paternal  inheritance  on  the  south. 
\\  hen  his  mother,  Sarah,  died  in  1875,  Peter  inherited  the  29 
acres  on  the  Streetsboro  side,  giving  him  in  all  96  acres.

The  author,  then  four  years  old,  can  just  remember  the  build¬ 
ing  of  the  large  bank  barn  in  1890,  and  the  north  wing  upon  the 
house  in  1892.  A  saw  mill  was  set  up  by  the  pond  in  the  wood 
lot  to  the  east,  where  framing  timbers,  planks,  boards  and  siding 
were  sawed  for  these  new  buildings. 
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In  his  later  years  “P.  X.”  as  he  was  called,  became  very  deaf 
and  had  had  health  during  the  last  ten  years  of  his  life.  The 
time  finally  came  when  all  of  his  13  children  were  away  and 
father  and  mother  sat  down  to  meals  alone.  He  died  in  his  sleep 
on  Aug.  22,  1908.  All  of  his  children  were  residents  of  Portage 
County,  and  all  were  present  at  the  funeral.  Burial  was  in 
Riverside  Cemetery,  Shalersville, 

During  his  lifetime  the  feeder  for  the  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio 
Canal  was  built  in  about  1840.  and  it  crosses  the  Corbett  farm  in 
three  places,  the  Street.  Lowrie  and  Colby  Tracts.  He  witnessed 
the  advent  of  the  binder  and  mowing  machine,  the  steam  rail¬ 
roads.  electric  lines,  and  the  automobile. 

His  widow  survived  him  by  27  years,  and  died  in  her  85th 
year,  Apr.  2,  1935.  She  is  buried  on  the  Bennett  Lot  at  Hiram.
